Sir Francis Evans

Sir Francis Edward Evans, 
K.C.M.G., has been appointed Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary at Tel Aviv in succession to 
Sir Alexander Knox Helm, who has 
been appointed Ambassador at 
Ankara. 

In a special interview for Tue JewisH 
Curonicie, Sir Francis told me that he 
was looking forward with extreme 
interest to his new 
and important mis- 
sion. it was grati- 
fying, he said, to 
follow in the foot- 
steps of one who 
had made himself 
so popular as had 
Sir lexander 
Knox Helm. Sir 
Alexander had 
taken full advan- 
tage of the friend- 
ship offered to him 
in Israel, and that 
made his (Sir 
Francis’s) task 
much easier. 

The Minister-designate considered it a 
“rare privilege to vist “ this vigorous 
land,”" which was holy to people of all 
faiths. It would be most interesting, he 
thought, to watch the development of an 
old nation newly reborn. 


Service in America 


Sir Francis was born in Belfast in 
April, 1897, and was educated at the 
Belfast Royal Academy and the London 
School of Economics. During the First 
World War he was a lieutenant in the 
Royal Irish Rifles. From 1920 to 1934 
he served as Vice-Consul in New York, 
Boston, and Panama. After five years’ 
service as Consul at Los a he went 
to the Foreign Office until 1943, when he 
was appointed Consul-General in New 
York. In December of last year, Sir 
Francis became Assistant Under-Secretary 
in the Foreign Office, a post he held until 
his appointmem to Tel Aviv. | 

Sir Francis. who was knighted in 1946, 
is married to a daughter of the late Rev. 
Professor James ick, a well-known 
Hebrew scholar. | 

No date had yet been fixed for his

departure to Israel. Sir Francis told me, 


but he wou'd not be leaving for another 
two months at least. It would be his 
first vist to the Middle Eastern region. 
He would regard the stimulating of 
trade relations beiween Britain and Te: 
aS an important part of his duties. 

Sir Francis was in New York during 
the difficult period of the conclusion of 
the British Mandate for Palestine. He 
had many Jewish friends there. and is 
well acquainted with the problems of 
American Jewry. 

His appointment has created a good 
impression in Israel, where it is though: 
that his qualiiies as a “ good mixer “— 
as well as the asset of a charming 
wife—will stand him in good stead.

Aa the end of the financial year, on 
March 31. Israel had a budget surplus 
of 1£5,000,000, it is announced here. 
This has been transferred to the special 
defence budeet. 

Revenue dur.ng the year amounted to 
1£68.500,000. ncome yielded 
1£19,000,060: customs 1£9,000,000; fue! 
duties 1£5,400,000; tobacco 1£6.100,000 ; 
intoxicating drinks [£3,800,000; and 
luxury tax 1[£4,200,000. Expenditure 
amounted to 1£63,000,000. 

Income tax in the first six months of 
the current year is expected to amount 
to 1£12,500,0C0. Customs duties are also 


expecied io produce more. The Collec- 


tor of Customs now has the right to 
use his discretion in assessing the valuc 
imports. includin parcels, 


according io the pr:vailing local market 
prvare. As a resuk, some Israclis have 
ound that they are asked to pay customs 
duty far in excess of the amount paid 
abroad for the parcels sent 10 them.

MORE JEWS LEAVE 
TRIPOLI 


Only 7,000 Remain

Another party of 700 Tripolitanian 
Jews has left for Haifa aboard the Isracl: 
vessel Galilah. This brings to 27,000 


the number of Jews who have left Libya’ 


for Israel during the past three years. 

Of the 7,000 Jews sill in Tripoh, 3,000 
are expected to emigrate before the 
Jewish Agency closes its offices here later 
this year. 

Many of the wealthier Tripolitanian 
Jews are waiting for the Constitution of 
the new Libyan State to be published 
before deciding whether to emigrate. If 
the Constitution allows them to transfer 
their assets and to emigrate im the future 
should they wish to do so, it is believed 
that many Jews in this category: will 
decide to remain, at least for the time 
being. 

Relations between Jews and Arabs 
here are good, and there is nothing to 
suggest that the position of the Jews wiil 
change when the Libyan Government 
assumes full powers ‘ater this year. 


135,000 JEWS IN U.S.A. 
ARMED FORCES

New York 

There are now over 135,000 Jewish 
men and women serving with the 
American armed forces, is learned 
here. 

Many are with unns overseas, and the 
National Jewish Welfare Board has 
drawn up plans to enable them to 
observe the Holy-days in the tradniona! 
manner. More than 250 rabbis, fu!l- 
and part+ime chaplains, will conduct 
services in Korea, Japan, and Germany. 
and other countries, and in miliary hos- 
pitals and troopships. 

With the co-operation of the military 
authorities, the Board has shipped to 
troops overseas special Holy-day 
supplies. And to isolated outposts where 
no chaplain is available the Board has 
sem recordings of the Rosh Hashana and 
Yom Kippur services. 


implement Western migration, the 
Movement, in the opinion of its 
leaders, is doomed to perish. 


MANPOWER DIFFICULTY 


The issue was placed squarely before 
the Congress, in the course of the general 
debate, by Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, head of the 
Jewish Organisation Depart- 
ment. Other Zionist leaders had issued a 
warning that manpower from the advanced 
Western countries to counterbalance the 
arrival of the masses of medieval-ty 
Jews from the Arab countries was the 
only conceivable safeguard against lower- 
ing the standard of civilisation in the State 
of Israci, and maybe the only way of 
assuring ultimate survival. But Mr. 
Dobkin put this viewpoint more force- 
fully. even bratally, in an impassioned 
two-hour speech. 

Many of the new scttlements established 
by Jews from Arab lands, he declared, 
were either disintegrating or m danger of 
disintegrating, and some settlements at 
strategic points on the frontier had been 
evacuated “at the sound of a shot and 
even at the etho of a shot.” The essential! 
spirit of disciplined pioneering—chalutziut 
—skill and culture could, he said, come 
only from the West. Addressing himselt 
to the American delegates, Mr. Dobkin 
bitterly reproached them for what he

EVICTIONS IN 
HUNGARY 


Israeli Protests

As a result of the recent evictions 
and deportations in Hungary, 
thousands of Jews in that country 
have asked the Israeli Legation in 
Budapest to help them to emigrate, 
according to a report just received in 
London from the Hungarian capital. 

The report tells for the first time the 
ceaseless struggle waged by Isracli diplo- 
mats in Budapest to save Hungarian 
before the “Iron Curtain” is 
finally sealed. This fight began at the end 
of May, when-the first eviction notices 
were served in Budapest, whence some 
3,000 Jews are said to have been 
deported. 


Israel’s Offer 


The Israeli Minisier to Hungary, Mr. 
Shmuel Ben-Tzur, when notified of the 
evictions, is Said to have immediately 
informed the authorities that his country 
was ready to admit all Hungarian Jews. 
At the same time, he called at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs to protest in 
eneral terms against the deportations. 

. Kutas, head of the Political Division, 
who received him, is reported to have 
refused to believe that any Jews wanted 
to leave Hungary, and supported his 
contention that they were perfectly happy 
by quoting siatements from Us Exet 
(New Life),’ the Communist-sponsored 
organ of Hungarian Jewry 


Applications for Visas 


The Israel; Minister is said to have 
replied by referring to the number of 
applications received by his Legation for 
permits to enter Israel. At that time. 
S00 applications were being received 
daily, and altogether over 30.000 applica- 
tions have been made to date. It ts 
estimated, the report says, that of the 
100,000 practising Jews: in Hungary, 
40,000 wish to emigrate, 33,000 of them 
to Israel. Aft least twice a week, Mr. 
Ben-Tzur quotes the laiest figure ofl 
applications to the Foreign Ministry to 
enable them to see the futility of their 
contention that the Jews are “ perfectly 
happy in Hungary 

Mr Ben-Tzur also saw Mr. Beri, the 
Deputy Minister for Foreign Affairs, on 
the same subject: and he, on the lines

BIRO-BIDJAN LIQUIDATED ? 
Belgrade Radio Report

The so-called Jewish Autonomous 
Region of Biro-Bidjan has been abolished 
by order of the Soviet Government, 
according to a report broadcasi recently 
by Belgrade radio. 

The report said that Biro-Bidjan 
Province had been incorporied in. the 
Province of Habarovsk, in the Soviet 
Russian Republic (R.S.F.S.R.), and 
claimed that the position of the Jewish 
minority in Russia was now worse than 
it ever had been in Tsarist days. 


SYRIAN-ISRAELI TALKS HELD UP

General William Riley, Chief of Staff 
of the United Nations Truce Supervision 
Organisation in Palestine, has informed 
the Security Council that the Mixed 
Syrian-Israeli Armistice Commission is 
unable to function, as the parties con- 
cerned cannot agree on an agenda for 
the next meeting. 

General Riley's report refers to the 
Security Council's resolution of May 18 
on the Hula dispute—this requesicd 
Israel and Syria to take their complaints 


to the Mixed Armistice Commission and 


to abide by the devisions of its Chair- 
man-——and says that Syria wants to dis- 
cuss the question of halunmg the Hua 
project, the rocurn to the area of Arab 
civilians, and smilar problems which 
th: Israc''s concend should be decided 
by Charman of the Commission.

aling with the present situation in 
the area, General Riley says that the 
Pa'estine Land Development wants to 
extend the scope of its work by placing 
survey teams and workmen on the .casi 
bank of the River Jordan and by 
constructing a dam across the river. The 
flow of the river would be stopped for 
four or five days a week for an indefinite 
period which, the capers says, would 
affect the irrigation of crops owned by 
Arabs. 

When this scheme was first put for- 
ward General Riley sent a letter to Mr. 
Moshe Sharett, the Israeli Foreign 
Minister, urging that the company 


restrained “in order not to aggravate 


the situation.” The company then sub- 
mitted an alternative plan, now under 
consideration, which would not interfere 
with normal irrigation. — 

The r t alleges that Isract still 
occupies property and is 


limiting the movement of Arab civilians. 
Only 360 of the 785 former Arab intgbi- 
tants who left the area have been 
allowed to reiurn and, the report says, 
these are noi permuted to communicate 
with the Syrians. Israel, it adds, will 
not allow the Chairman of the Armistice 
Committee to interrogate these Arabs 
and refuses to permit the free movement 
of U.N. Observers in the military zone. 

In a letter to the Security Council on 
Wednesday, Mr. Aubre Eben (Israel) 
insisted that the obstacles to the com- 
pletion of the Hula project should be 
removed in order (to preserve inter- 
national good faith. An Israeli spokes- 
man said later that Israel had no inten- 
tion of beginning work on the east bank 
of the Jordan. kt therefore objected 
to the matier being mentioned in Genera! 
Riley's report... Israel, he added, wanted 
the Mixed Armistice Commission — to 
resume us work, but it did got think 
either party should lay down conditions 
for a meeting.

Israel's Second Knesset held its 
inaugural session on Monday, and 
re-elected Mr. Joseph Sprinzak as its 
Speaker. 

The ceremony followed the morning 
session of the First Knesset, which dis- 
solved itself afier Mr. Sprinzak had 
stated: “ The First Knesset of the Static 
of Israel has drawn to its close.” Mem- 
bers and spectators in the llery, 
immediately rose, sang Hatikvah, and 
walked out in silence. 

Earlier, Mr. Sprinzak had stated that 


- the First Knesset had “ entered the pages 


of history.” It had inherited no Par- 
hamentary traduion and had had to 
work out its own in the two years and 
seven months of its existence. 


President Weizmann Absent 


On behalf of Members who had not 
been re-elected, Rabbi Shaag said they 
would always proudly wear the embicm 
of the First Knesset and would remem- 
ber with special pride two accomplish. 
ments—-the “ Law of Return” and the 
transfer of the Government to Jerusalem. 

When the Second Knesset met-—in the 
Gallery were Chief Rabbis Herzog and 
Uziel. and leading American Zionists 
taking off from Congress—Mem- 
bers pledged that they would “ under- 
take loyally to defend the State of Israel 
and faithfully to fulfil my mission in the 
Knesset.” 

President Weizmann was. unable to 
attend for health reasons. In a message 
the President said that it was the task 
of the Second Knesset to strengthen the 
Parliamentary foundations and demo- 
cratrc basis of the State. Like its 
predecessor, it would be concerned 
primarily with security, the ingatherin 
of the exiles, and the absorption of 
immigrants. He expressed the hope that 
the Knesset would provide qa stable and 
efficient Government. 


Cabinet Talks 


Meanwhile. Mr. Ben-Gurion is con- 
linuing negotiations with various parties 
for the formation of a new Government. 
He has held séveral talks with Mapam 
and informal discussions with the 
General Zionists. He has intimated that 
h: will Broaden the Coalition to include 
th: General Zionists only if the Govern- 
meni i balanced by the inclusion of 
Mapam. But the possibility of forming 
a wide Coalition appear to be slight, 
since Mr. Ben-Gurion has refused to 
make the major concessions demanded 
by Mapam. Negotiations with the 
General Zionisis have not yet reached a 
decisive state, and even supporters of the 
idea of a broad Coalition admit that i 
can be achieved only by a “ political 
miracle.”

adhered to that declaration and the 
Jewish question, for all practical pur- 
poses, was, at the moment, non-existent.

It had not 
only facilitated the work of the South 
African Zionist Federation in sending 
necessary commodities to Israel. but 

litically it was supporting the State of 
stael. 

Mr. Kentridge is the only Member of 
Parliamem in South Africa who was a 
member of the first Union Parliament 
with General Smuts.

SERMON FOR E WEE 


THE MEANING OF HISTORY 


“ And thou shalt remember all the way 
which the Lord thy God hath led thee 
these forty vears in the wilderness, that 
He might afflict thee, to prove thee, to 
know what was in thy art, whether 
thou wouldst keep His commandments, 
or no.” (Deut. vin, 2.) 


HESE words summarise the 

theme of the magnificent address 

of exhortation delivered by 
Moses just before his death. The time 
had come for him to take leave of his 
people. He felt the need. to remind 
them of the great events which they 
had experienced since the Exodus. He 
realised that these forty years were 
but the commencement of a_ long 
career, but they were formative years, 
and the character of the people was 
being shaped by that generation of 
the wilderness, Theirs was the duty 
to be impressed by the great events 


which they had witnessed, and 


them would fall the task of handing 
on the teachings which they received 
to their children and to every subse- 
quent generation. He urged them, 
therefore, to remember, and in remem- 
bering to know; for the knowledge 
which they would derive from. the 
vivid recollection of their history 
would serve as a stimulus to loyalty 
and to the faithful observance of the 
commandments. 


MOSES realised that human memory 


was short, Probably only the 
pleasant experiences would be recalled 
and the sadder incidents which caused 
pain and disappointment would soon 
be forgotten. Even the happier occa- 
sions might be misinterpreted; and 
some might be tempted to proclaim 


‘ that “ my power and the might of my 


hand hath gotten me this wealth” 
(Deut. viii, 17). He stressed, there- 
fore. that his people be constantly. 
aware that the blueprints of their 
history were not of their own design, 
but that God, in His wisdom, had 
drawn them. There was a God of 
history. It was their duty to be con- 
scious of His scheme and plan for 
their welfare. Constant awareness of 
the God of history must of necessity 
create close attachment to the pre- 
cepts and commandments. 

This was the message which Moses 
desired to convey to his generation. 
His message is still valid. In spite of 
the many theories which have been 


propounded with regard to the inter- 
pretation of history, none have ex- 
celled that of the “Father of the 
Prophets.’ Moses realised that the 
ay of the understanding of 
istory was to convince each genera- 
tion of Jews that they were the direct 
descendants of those who stood at the 
foot of Sinai and who heard the com- 
mandments. On the day that Israel 
received the Torah they became a 
nation, and since that day they have 
witnessed events which have proved 
the validity of their religious heritage. 


A MYSTERIOUS connection exists 
between the backward and for- 
ward movements of history and the 


ebb and flow of the tides of 


Jewish loyalty to precept. Many 
a chapter of our record reveals the 
increase in material prosperity accom- 
panied by the intensity of Jewish 
attachment to tradition. Likewise we 
find reference to submission to the 
yoke of oppression subsequent to a 
diminution jn the quality of Jewish 
loyalty, These are not mere accidents 
of history or just coimcidence. The 
mysterious hand still writes upon the 
wall, and the warnings are plain to 
sec. 

It is constantly necessary to remem- 
ber the past and to learn the lessons 
which are written large in historical 
records, No generation can live in a 
vacuum and be unaffected by the 
events which have preceded it. The 
law of cause and effect operates with- 
out respite. Hh is essential that each 
Jew should realise that he is what 
history has made him. He its the 
direct heir and the product of former 
generations, Their loyalty to Judaism 
and their contribution to the sum total 
of Jewish experience have enriched 
the heritage which passes from one 
age to the next. 

lt is the solemn duty of each man 
to realise that upon him devolves the 
responsibility to stand the test of 
history. If he recalls the past and 
proves himself a worthy descendant 
of his forebears, he contributes his 
share to the common fund of Jewish 
experience. In time he will pass on 
his accumulated heritage to his chil- 
dren who will honour him as a 
faithful link in the great chain of a 
glorious tradition.

YAHUDA 


Mr. Henry SNOWMAN writes, in a 
tribute to the late Professor A. 5S.

“Characteristic of him was bis 
jealousy for the genius of the Hebrew 
race; and in conformity with that fer- 
vour he nourished a passionate love for 
historical truth Thus his extensive 
research in Egyptology helped towards 
esiablishing the authenticity of the 
Pentateuch as a distinctly Jewish product 
of the Exodus period. The importance 
of this philological work lies in the fact 
that m at one and the same time under- 
mines the whole structure of the Higher 
Criticism and vindicates the Hebrew con- 
ception of life and contribution to 
modern civilisation. lt was the same 
love of historical truch which 
ad brougm him in conflict wih Dr. 
Gaster over the Samaritan forgeries. 
There his wide and profound knowledge 
of Arabic literature stood him in good 
stead, and Professor Yahuda proved to 
be right. 

“Was he not right, one wonders, in 
the realm of practical poimics, as well as 
in the sphere of scholarship, when he 
backed Nordau’s bold plan for mass 
immigration? tk looks as though he 
must have been, if the present policy 
of Israel to give asylum ito all comers 
be justified.”

THE LISTLESS CONGRESS 


By MAURICE CARR

JERUSALEM 

If there is unanimity here on any 
subject at all it is to the effect that 
the 23rd Zionist Congress—held for 
the first time in Zion under the flag 
of the resurrected Jewish State—ts 
singularly devoid of enthusiasm. 
Veteran Zionists recall yearningly the 
dramatic exaltation of the previous 22 
Congresses in the lands of the 
Diaspora. 

Orator after orator has deplored the 
listlessness of the present Congress, but 
has put up the excuse that initial fulfil- 
mem of the Zionist dream has induced 
a natural feeling of anti-climax, of lassi- 
tude, which will soon pass away. Mfrs. 
Golda Meyerson, in the manner of an 


ancient prophetess, has  wraihfully 
rebuked the Jewish people for being 
callous—callous alike to their recent 


unprecedented catastrophe, and (o their 
even more recent matchless triumph. 

This emotional torpor, however, needs 
to be more carefully diagnosed, for it 
may well be. symptomatic of the 
profound crisis through which Zionism, 
and, indeed. the Jewish people as a 
whole, are at present passing. 

From what | have seen and heard at 
the seemingly never-ending morning, 
afternoon, and night sessions of the Con- 
gress, where some of the wises heads in 
the Jewish world have expressed their 
views on the Jewish question, there are 
three principal contributory causes to the 
current malaise. 


Potential Dangers 


The first and most obvious is the © 


absence, for the time being at any rate, 
of an external foe seneriel enough to 
unite the Jewish people and (o impress 
upon them a sense of urgency, of drama. 
Where is the Turkish Sukan of Herzl's 
day to say nay to the Jews, even though 
the Promised Land was an all but 
uninhabited wilderness? Where is the 
cruel White Paper that shut the gates of 
the Jewish National Home upon the 
millions of European Jews who were 
doomed to be incinerated in Auschwitz ? 
Where is the Third Reich, the execu- 
tioner of six million Jews? Truc, there 
are 40,000,000 Arabs lusting to crush the 
Jewish State. There are 
unrepemiamt Nazi executioners who are 
said to have been promised positions of 
great power in the miliary coalition to 
defend Western civilisation. and who 
may. in time, infect the whole body 
polnic of the West wih their ‘fascist, 
anuisemific But the Jews never 
were a people to visualise clearly poten- 
tial dangers. | 

The second and more subtle reason for 
the Jewish malaise lies in the inability of 
the majority of Jews to grasp fully the 
magnitude of the vicisstudes. foul and 
glorious, which have overiaken them. Ii 
i$ Not callousness, bui simply that there 
are physiological limitations on the 
emouonal and intellectual capacities of 
every human being. 

Surely every one of the five thousand 
Jews—firs and foremost among them. 
Mr. David Ben-Gurion himself—who 
gathered on Mount Herzl for the open- 
mg ceremony of the 23rd Zionist Con- 
gress, was lost in wonderment as he saw 
the Israeli flag hoisted over the tomb of 
Herzl, saw the Israeli military detach- 
ments march round and round, saw 
Jewish Jerusalem on the horizon, saw the 
oriental Jewish sky above. .. . If Herz! 


‘himself had then miraculously risen from 


the grave, would he have believed what 

he saw with his own eyes ? 
Paradoxically, over 60 foreign 

countries have granted recognition to the 


sovereignty of the State of Isracl, by 
the Jews themselves, as is painfully 
evidem at the Jerusalem Congress, ;;/| 
withhold it one way or another. 
Lastly, the third and easily mow 
importamt cause of the gencral malaise 
is the fact that Jews the world over, ang 
nowhere more so than in_ Israel, have 
apparently grown weary the burden 
Jewishness. The Israelis are the 
weariest, because they have had, and st\|! 
have, the heaviest burden to carry. They 
are people who have ruthlessly broken 
with the past—never an easy thing to do. 


even if the past was one of persecu. 
tion—they have struggled with the 
elements, with a merciless sun, with 


swamps, with rocks, they have fougiy 
and won against terrible odds a war fo, 
survival against Arabs. And now, having 
at length attained the goa! of Satchood. 
what happens ” They gather in the 
exiles, the poorest, the most primitive. 
the keast productive fragmenis of the 
Galut, bringing upon themselves econ. 
omic difficuties and material hardships 
such as they did not suffer even in war- 
time. 

The Galut, for Ms part. shuns the 
burden of Jewishness in a different way 
Through an_ inexorable rocess of 
assimilation the Jewishness of the larges! 
Galut community in the world. of the 
five million Jews in the United States. 
is ever diminishing. Left to themselves. 
the burden of Jewishness they have ‘o 
bear—<consisting at presemt chiefly in a 
disability to enter certain fashionable 
clubs and hotels—would not worry them 
at all. But they are asked io help carry 
the burden of their less fortunate 
brethren in other parts of the world 
Larecly ow of sheer generosity, bu 
partly also for the superstitious purpose 
of propitiaaing destiny which has deal: 
so harshly with other Jewries, the 
Americans have given dollar aid on a 
truly lavish scale. But how horrified 
even the most ardent American Zionist 
leaders were. at the Jerusalem Congress. 
when the Israchs asked American Jewry 
to come and help carry the burden in 
Israel itself! 

These three root causes of the Jewish 
malaise. have not been mentioned al the 
Ziongt Congresses, for in politics it is 
nearly always the most important things 
that are left. unspoken. 


The Last Congress ? 


Does this mean that the Jerusaicm 
Congress will, indeed, be the last Zions: 
Congress, aS many have predicied ” 
Most competem observers here are con- 
vinced that there will be more, many 
more, Zionist Congresses in Jerusalem 

Semimenis and moods cannot be dis- 
regarded. but when confronted with cer- 
tain hard realmies they vanish like a 
morning mist before the sun. Whatever 
its feelings about the Galut,. Israe] is 
liable to go bankrupt, to deteriorate into 
a.materially and culturally wreiched 
Levantine country, or even to lose iis 
Statehood, unless substantia) numbers of 
Jewish settlers arrive, and arrive soon, 
from the English-speaking and other 
Occidental countries to counterbalance 
the hundreds of thousands of Jews from 
Arab lands whom fate has he'd 
imprisoned for long, long cemturies in 4 
decadent Islamic “ Dark Age.” Wha'- 
ever pampered Western Jewry may fee! 
about the seductions of a pionéering life 
in Israel, they will probably come here 
in large numbers, because Galut Jews 
know in their beart of hearts that it will 
go ill with them, they will suffer scorn, 

rsecution or even extermination, if the 

tate of Israel is allowed to collapse. 
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MIDDLE EAST IN THE MELTING POT 


From our Diplomatic

The popetensne to Ankara of Sir 
Knox Helm and the despatch to Tel 
Aviv of the former British Consul- 
General in New York occur at a 
moment when both Turkey and Israci 
loom larger in the general scheme of 
things than has been the case for some 
time. The view that British policy 
should base itself on these two 
countries, and on Greece and Cyprus, 
rather than on the unstable Arab 
States, receives increasing support in 
influential quarters. With the forth- 
coming inclus.on of Greece and Tur- 
key in Nato (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation), this tendency is likely 
to be strengthened. 

For Sir Kaox Helm the change is a 
promotion which also reflects the desire 
‘o remove Turkish annoyance caused by 
Britain's prolonged reluctance to sanc- 
von Turkey's imclusion in Nato. His 
suocoessor in Tel Aviv is an experienced 
diplomat who has. spent many years in 
the United States and is familiar with 
the outlook of American Jewry. 
should be able io interpret both the 
American and the Jewish point of view 

matier of importance at a time when 
British policy has to reckon not only 
wih Washington's ideas on the Middle 
Last, but also with the growing share 
taken by American Jewry im the upbuild- 
ing of Israel.

El Tel, who now lives in Cairo as a 
litical m attached to the Arab 
gue and in contact with the Mufti's 
commiutice, has sought to exculpate him- 
self by accusing various unnamed Jor- 
daaian personalities of complicity in the 
pot. What the trial has ¢o far revealed 
is that Colonel El Tel's friends encoun- 
tered ‘few obstacles in planning and 
carrying out their design. They have 
followed it up by threatening the murder 
of others—Britains and Arabs, officers of 
the Arab — and officials of the 
Government. iS murder gang ralcs 
— openly on Egyptian soil, with what 
gree of official support and con- 
mivance no one can say. 


Future of Jordan 


Against this background one may 
gauge the significance of reports that 
before coming to London the Emir 
Feisal, of Saudi Arabia, discussed the 
future of Jordan with the Egyptian 
Foreign Minister. Both are said to 
have agreed on the same “ solution “— 
the amalgamation of Syria and Jordan. 
under Eevptian patronage. If the Emir 
obtained any encouragement in London 
the faci has not leaked out.

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ISRAEL AND THE 
DIASPORA 


THE Zionist Congress is meeting in 
Jerusalem at a time when internal problems 
are coming to a head in Israel, and it is 
natural that delegates from other countries 
should concern themselves with the manifold 
difficulties with which Mr. Ben-Gurion and 
his colleagues are struggling. Morally, if 
not legally, the Congress is both entitled and 
obliged to make its voice heard—if, indeed, 
a collective voice can be expected to emerge 


. from so heterogeneous an assembly. There 


is ample room for disputation, and no great 
distress need be felt simply because discord 
has arisen among the General Zionists. There 
has never yet been a Congress at which 
splits of this sort were not recorded. Per- 
sonal differences apart, there is bound to 
be disagreement over the best way of linking 
Israel and the Zionist Movement. Since the 
General Zionists in Israel are still in opposi- 
tion, it is perhaps inevitable that there should 
also be an internat party conflict in Congress 
over the. question of how much control the 
Congress and the Jewish Agency should 
exercise in the spending of funds collected 
in the United States and other ‘Western 
countries. It is natural that Mr. Ben-GuRION 
should emphasise Israel's independence, and 
that Mr. Roxacu .and his trends should 
angle for American Zionist support. This is 


the stuff of politics in every country and in - 
every age. The British delegation has taken ‘ 


a sensible lead in urging moderation and 
appealing for unity. Uninspiring though this 
may sound, it 1s important for Israel and 
Zionism to realise that the public can be 
surfeited with tales of splits, rivalries, and 
dissensions. These matters inevitably seem 
much more important to the professionals 
than to anyone else. It is not at all clear 
why so mych heat should be generated, and 
why the various leaders should be so eager 
to rush into print with statements denoun- 
cing the factiousness of their opponents and 
extolling their own devotion to the common 
good. Dare one suggest that they may be 
taking themselves too seriously ? The public 
does not greatly care about these things so 
long as Israel's future is assured and Zionism 
remains a living force in the world. 

There can be no doubt by now ‘that the 
decision to hold the Congress in Jerusalem 
has justified itself. It is. well that delegates 
should acquire a first-hand comprehension 
of the difficulties which Israel is facing and 
will have to go on facing for years to come. 
Even if the present official policy of indis- 
criminate mass immigration is amended 
under pressure of circumstances, the obstacles 
to financial solvency will be enormous. Israel 
at present produces less food than did the 
corresponding area under the Mandate, 
while the population is steadily growing. 
It is estimated that farming contributes 
not more than ten per cent of the 
total national income—an utterly —inade- 
quate proportion in view of the lack of 
industrial raw materials and the absence of 
a powerful export industry—though this 
figure will no doubt increase as development 
schemes get under way. Living standards 


for all save a small minority have inevitably _ 


declined and will continue to do so. Even 
though some of the more depressing stories 
about the human quality of recent mass 
immigrations should be discounted, there is 
cause for uneasiness over the relative slow- 
ness with which production has lately been 
expanding. It is inconceivable that the 
Zionist Congress should disregard these facts 
and turn itself into a mere propaganda 
instrument. Israel does not exist in a 


vacuum, and its leaders will for many years 
need the advice and support of world Jewry. 
There must be a two-way traffic in ideas, no 
mere trumpeting of Israel’s achievements. 
This will remain true, no matter what form 
is eventually given to the relationship 
between Israel and world Zionism, a subject 
which is now engaging the earnest attention 
of the Congress and will probably figure 
prominently on the agenda of future Con- 
gresses as well. 


In these circumstances, it is unfortunate 
that this should be the moment when 
Israel finds itself without a Government 
—in itself an interesting reflection upon 
Mr. Ben-Gurion’s tendency to dismiss 
outside criticism as uninformed. One 
cannot help feeling that Israel's Prime 
Minister has lately shown himself unduly 
impatient of critics and somewhat insensitive 
to the standards of the outside world. Was 
it really. necessary, for instance, to expatiate 
upon the danger of Israel becoming “a 
second France ™ if the country remained too 
long without a Government ? In the field 
of foreign affairs, too, no more unfortunate 
moment could have been found for the 
country to be left without strong leader- 
ship. “The Near East,” as President 
WEIZMANN said in his message to the 
Second Knesset, “is in a state of unrest and 
turmoil.” At any moment the country 
‘may find itself faced with a grave situation 
on its frontiers, while at the same time the 
Western Powers are looking to it increas- 


ingly as one of their principal bastions in 


the Mediterranean strategic situation. 


If Congress is to fulfil its legitimate role, 
it should show by its own example how 
party differences can be subordinated ‘for 
the sake of the common welfare, and thus 
it would be worthy of the respect which it 
demands from the Yishuv, Instead of pouring 
scorn on the outside world, it would be a finer 
thing if Israel's politicians would show other 
countries how unity can be attained and party 
and personal differences kept in their proper 
place. 


SIR KNOX HELM 


TuHere will be widespread regret in Israel 
at the news that Sir ALEXANDER KNOX HELM, 
who has been British Minister for the past 
two years, is leaving to become Ambas- 
sador at Ankara. Sir KNox, who was the 
first British Munister to the new State, 
has played a major role im creating the 
improvement in Anglo-Israeli relations and 
in dispelling suspicions in Israel about the 
intentions of the British Government. When 
he was appointed in February, 1949, there 
was still considerable tension. An armistice 
had not yet been signed with the Arab States, 
and the outcome of the talks at Rhodes was 
still doubtful. Moreover, spite of 
Britain’s recognition of the infant State, 
Israelis were not entirely convinced that 
there had been a fundamental change in 
British polcy. Sir KNox’s task was 
thus a delicate one. That he should in so 
short a time have won the confidence of the 
Israeli Government and public was due to his 
outstanding qualities. Israelis became 
quickly convinced of the sincerity of his 
desire to bring the relations between the two 
countries on to a new footing of friendship 
and understanding. He infused this spirit 
into all the members of his staff. His friendli- 
ness and genuine appreciation of the 
achievements of the Yishuv won him the 
warm regard of all Israeli officials, He 
was affable and approachable, and the 
Israelis liked him the more for it. During 
the Third Maccabiah last year he was a 
popular visitor to the Maccabiah Village in 
Tel Aviv, and he and Lady Heim were hosis 
to the members of the British contingent. 
He leaves Israel at a time when most of the 
bitterness against Britain has been dispelled 
and many of the misunderstandings have 
been removed. For this happy result much 
credit is due to the devoted and untiring 
work of Sir KNox, although it is only 
fair to recognise the parts played by both the 
British and Israeli Foreign Offices in pursuing 
an enlightened policy which permitted their 
respective envoys to use their diplomatic 


qualities in the mutual interests of their two 
countries. The improvement in Anglo-Israeli 
relations has been greatly to the benefit of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, which will no 
doubt desire to associate itself with the Yishuv 
in wishing Sir KNox and Lady HELM all 
success in their new post. Sir KNOXx’S succes- 
sor in Tel Aviv, Sir FRANCIS EDWARD EVANS, 
to whom Jewry will want to extend their best 
wishes, can be assured of a warm and cordial 
welcome when he takes up his duties in the 
young State. 


REGULARISING SEMICHA 


Ir was reported in our last issue that the 
Johannesburg Beth Din has made an impor- 
tant pronouncement regarding the award of 
the Rabbinical Diploma. The Beth Din’s 
statement says that it has given careful con- 
sideration to the question of ministers of 
congregations under its jurisdiction who 
obtain Semicha abroad, and it has decided 
that it is not prepared to recognise such 
Semichot, and the consequent right to the 
use of the title of rabbi, unless the minister 
in question appears before the Beth Din for 
examination and approval of his Semicha. 
This ruling is understood to have been given 
because several South African munisters 
have recently assumed the title of rabbi on 
the strength of Semicha obtained during a 
visit to Israel. Particular interest attaches 
to this Johannesburg situation, because it 
closely resembles that which had to be dealt 
with in Britain last year. In our comments 
at that time we wrote: “If the * week-end 
excursions to Galicia, of which the late Dr. 
Hertz used to speak so scathingly, are to 
be succeeded by overnight flights to Israel, 
chaos might well result in many countries.” 
It will be remembered that the Council of 
the United Synagogue, with the CHIEF 
RaBBis warm and complete support, 
eventually decided that its ministers would 
be precluded for the future from applying 
for Hattarat Hora ah except to the Rabbini- 
cal Diploma Examining Board appointed by 
the Chief Rabbi or to the Jews’ College 
Examining Board. Evidently our fears about 
the possibility of chaos and confusion 
spreading also to other countries were not 
unfounded, as is shown by the regularising 
action now taken by the Johannesburg Beth 
Din, over which Chief Rabbi Dr. L. L 
RABINOWITZ ‘presides. It may be that some 
analogous action in South Africa will also 
be deemed necessary by the Cape Town Beth 
Din, which is presided over by Chief Rabbi 
Dr. ABRAHAMS. 
improbable that the religious authorities in 
other countries of the Commornwealth may 
feel called upon fo take cognisance of a like 
situation. 


AN ILL BIRD 


It may be that the “silly season “that 
period of the year when the shortage of 
more important news impels some organs 
of the press to find room for trivialities 
not normally rated worthy of publication— 
accounts for the appearance in that usually 
responsible vehicle of opinion, the New 
STATESMAN AND NaTion, of a singularly ill- 
informed and spiteful article by Mr. SAMUEL 
ROLBANT, of Tel Aviv, entitled “ Israel after 
the Poll.” So childish a production could 
well have been dismissed with a shrug had 
it come (as one might have assumed it had) 
from the pen of an avowed antisemite. But 
Mr. ROLBANT is a Jew and he should be 
fully conscious of the essential truth of the 
proverb that “it’s an ill bird that fouls its 
own nest.” Proclaiming his disquiet at the 
allegedly poor quality of the recent immi- 
grants to Israel, in comparison with their 
heroic predecessors, the writer lists the 
categories of scoundrels and the “ hard core 
of ungovernablies “ who, in his view, make up 
the exiles now being gathered into Israel, and 
even sinks so low as to speak, in the familiar 
language of the professional antisemite, of 
“the age-long Jewish tradition of living by 
avoiding productive labour.” And this is 
addressed—-by a Jew-—-to a generation of 
Jews who in Israel have made the desert 
to blossom as the rose, who have achieved 
miracles of “ productive labour” that have 
astonished the world! No man in his senses 
would deny that there are unworthy sons of 


Israel or that some of the recent immigrants 


fall below standard—but one does not judge 
a people by its least admirable exceptions. In 
effect, this stupid and peevish screed dis- 
honours none other than its author. 


Nor is it altogether. 


About Books 
THE BIBLICAL TEXT 


The Old Testament Text and Versions. By 
BLeppYN J. ROBERTS. University of Wales 
Press. 


Reviewed by Professor J. WEINGREEN 


The subject matter of this book falls under 
two main headings, namely, the nature and cir- 
cumstances of the transmission of the text of 
our Hebrew Bible and the origins and develop- 
ment of the main versions. Obviously, the 
ancient versions of the Bible yield information 
about the texts of which they purport to be 
translations and, therefore, constitute an ¢ssen- 
tial element among the materials available for 
the study of the original Hebrew texts. 

For the early period the evidence of the Tal- 
mudim is of prime importance. To Rabbi Akiba is 
attributed the credit of making a vigorous aliemp) 
to establish the authoritative text of the Hebrew 
Bible. The implication is that, in Mishnaic umes. 
the sacred manuscripts in circulation contained 
variam readings and that compicte manuscrip 
uniformity was not an accomplished fact, bu: 
rather a desired end. The exisience of temua! 


_ differences in Biblical manuscripts is confirmed by 


a Talmudic reference to the presence, in the 
Temple, of three manuscripts which contained somc 
divergem readings. Where two manuscript readings 
agreed against the third the majoriiy reading was 
adopted as authoritative. Such textual divergences 
persisted into later times, and the existence of 
Western (Palestinian) and Easiern (Babylonian) 
sthools of textual tradnions indicates paralic! 
activity by the rabbinical authorities in these two 
centres of learning, though the Western or, more 
precisely, the Tiberian school ukimately triumphed. 


Genizah Manuscripts 


Fresh light on the activity of the Babylonian 
school of textual experts was shed by the discovery. 
cowards the end of the last century, of the Cairo 
Genizah manuscripts. Here a ‘argee quaniny of 
manuscript fragments, intended originally for cere- 
monial burial. had lain for about.a thousand years. 
and their discovery created a great. sir among 
Biblical scholars. Many of these manuscripts con- 
tain Biblical texts with a system of vowel-poinis 
different from ours: the pointing 1s above the 
letters and consequently known as supralinear 
Since some of these manuscripts belong to an age 
earlier than that of the final phase of the work of 
the Tiberian Massoretes, the curtain ts somewhat 
lifted on the processes through which the text passed 
in the East, as well as in the West. 


Readers will be especially interested im the evi- 
dence afforded by the recently discovered Dead 
Sea Scrolls, since they include two manuscripts of 
the Book of Isaiah, one complete and the other 
in part. Mr. Roberts accepis the view thai these 
manuscripts belong to the early Christian era, 
possibly to the first century. in any case, most 
scholars of standing agree that they are  pre- 
Massoretic in date. WH the early dating is correct, 
then we now possess examples of sacred manu- 
scripts of the time when the processes of resolving 
icxitual ' discrepancies had not vet been se in 
motion, wah the view to uniformiy and finality 
The information yielded by the study of the 
scrolis can now be integrated inio the pattern of 
the history of the Byrblical text. Two imporiant 
features have a direct bearing on our subject: 


Dead Sea Scrolls 


1. The orthography, or spelling. differs, in cer- 
(ain grammatical forms, from those of our ‘Mas- 
soretic consonantal text. The Massoretic spelling 
with which we are familiar was fixed artificially 
\o represent phonetically the actual sounds of the 
words. The omhography of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
poimts to an earlier stage of flex-bility and adds to 
our meagre knowledge of pre-Massoretic Hebrew 
grammar. 

2. The imeomplete Isaiah manuscript. in the 
possession of the Hebrew University, conforms jo 
our Massoretic text, but the compleic Isaiah manu- 


script, now in the United States, exhibits many — 


divergences from it, including some which agree 
with variam Septuagint (Greek) renderings. This 
significant. fact reinforces the view that there 
existed several ‘schools or traditions of Biblical 
texts. The activity which was direcied towards 
securing and preserving an authoruative text was 
occasioned not merely by the occurrence of 
copyists’ errors, but also by the presence of variant 
traduional readings. 

A study of the Greek version, the Sepiuagint, 
supports this view. After allowing for differences 
due to accidental error in transcription or. to 
deliberate alteration, either in the original Hebrew 
text or in the Greek version, there are still many 
differences which can be explained only on the basis 
of a transiatiion from a recension which differed. 
in some details, from our present text. That 
finaluy was not fully achieved even by the Tiberian 
Massoretes is attested by the existence, in post- 
Massoretic times, of two rival schools which 
claimed to represem the true Massoretic tradition, 
the Ben Asher text having been finally pronounced 
as correct. 

Other relevamt points are dealt with in this book. 
Consideration is given to the textual errors which 
were corrected. orally by rabbinic authority, and 
these are classified under what might be termed 
“types of scribal error.” The Samaritan Penta- 


teuch is Of prime relevance, for represents a 


tradition which was not subject to rabbinic 
authority, The Aramaic Targumim and the lesser 
version receive due treatment, as we!! as the work 
of the early scribes and the later Massoretes. 
This review would not be complete without a 
reference to the wealth of scholarship which the 
author has at his disposal and to the balanced 
udgmx which marks his assessment of facts. 
differences or variants referred to must not be 
seen out of perspective, for a general survey of 
Biblical manuscripts and versions shows over- 
whelming uniformity in matter and is a tribute to 
the scrupulous care with which the sacred text was 
preserved and transmitted. 
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AN EARLY ZIONIST SUFFRAGETTE 


the first Conference of the 
Chovevei Zion in November. 
1884, not a single woman came to 
Katowice.

Berlin, 1897), Rosa Pomeranz wrote 
on “Women and Zionism” (Dire 
Writ, Vienna, August 20, 1897), and 
Jionst women formed their own 
.ocieties—" Hadassah” in Vienna.

Women at First Congress 


When the first Zionist Congress was 
opened by Theodor Herzl on August 
29. 1897, the delegates and guests 
included a number of women who 
were swept by the wave of enthusiasm 
ior -that great dream—the Jewish 
State. Actually the invitations to the 
first Congress were addressed to the 
men, but nevertheless women came to 
Basle, most of them accompanying 
relatives who were delegates. Only 
three had been actually appointed as 
delegates by their Zionist societies. 
Yet all of them figured m the atten- 
dance list of the first Congress: Mrs. 
Alcalay (Belgrade), Blanche Bahar 
‘Paris), Ernestine Ehrenprets (Diako- 
var), Sara Cijelowitz (Mariopol). 
Klara Hirschensohn (Jassy), Mrs. 
hKornblueh (Freiberg), Bertha Markus 
(Merano), Maria Reinus (Zurich),

Klara Schapira (Heidelber ), Ester 
Schlaposchnikow (Charkov) Marie 
Sokolov (Warsaw), Rosa Sonnen- 
schein (who published the AMERICAN

(Vitebsk), and A. Zimmern (Ashfore). 

presence of these women in 
Basle evoked great interest. After 
all, this was not a “literary salon.” 
where Jewish women used to 
“crown” the poets with laurels and 
make conversation, over cups of tea, 
on music or other romantic subjects : 
this was a Congress, the first Jewish 
Parliament, where decisions were to 
be made on the policy and the future 
of the Jewish people. At that time 
women were not allowed to sit in the 
House of Commons. Not only in 
England, but - likewise in France. 
Austria, Germany, and other coun- 
tries, women had no suffrage. It 
was only after the First World War 
that women attained political equality. 


Decision 


According to the official protocol 
of the First Congress, no woman had 
taken part in the discussion. and there 
is only one reference to “ women’s 
rights.” as follows (p. 133): 

Dr. M. Kornblech: “1 would only like to 
ask whether the ladies are entitied to vote ofr 
no?” 

Presidemt (Herzl): “<The ladies are, of 
course, Our very esteemed gucsts, but do not 
participate in the voting.” 

The problem, however, did not end 
with this statement, though the proto- 
col makes no further mention of it. 
Not all the ladies were “ esteemed 
guests.” Three of them, including 
Miss Maria Reinus, were delegates in 
their own right, 

Maria Reinus (Reines ?}—her name 
will not be found in any book on 
Zionist history, the Wizo, or the 
Hadassah—won equality for women 
during the first Congress. She 
emerged like a glowing torch, ful- 
filled her mission—and vanished. 
Maria was born in Russia, studied in 
Zurich, and came to the Basle Con- 
gress, where she was very active. She 
later returned to Russia and married, 
and her name and great achievement 
were soon forgotten, 

The women at the First Congress 
formed a united group, taking a lively 
interest in the historic Basle sessions 


—and participating in thé voting. 
When Dr. Kornblueh asked his ques- 
tion it was probably directed against 
his own wife and against these women 
“ guests ” who voted illegally. 


Maria Rainus’s Protest 


It was the formulation of his imter- 
pellation which prompted Herzl’s reply, 
as quoted earlier, since he strove for a 
quiet and dignified Congress and 
wanted to avoid any excited debates 
on “women’s rights.” But at this, 
Maria Reinus stood up and declared 
that as a fully-fledged delegate she 
had taken an active part in the 
deliberations of the Congress and in 
the voting, and that she would con- 
tinue to vote—and she did. To 
underline her brief speech she pro- 
duced her delegate’s pass, issued by 
the Congress Office. It may possibly 
have slipped Herzl's mind for the 
moment that three women had such 
passes. “The matter was left at that, 
since Herzl did not allow a discussion 
on this point, 


However, in order to demonstrate - 


that women had equal rights, Maria 
Reinus asked to speak on the third 
and last day of the Congress. Herzl, 
who had probably ascertained in the 
meantime that a few women were 
officially delegates, promised to allow 
her the opportunity to speak. The 
fact that she did not speak after. all 
was due to a “ coincidence ” ; instead, 
she spoke on the equality of the 
Jewish woman, at the banquet which 
the students had arranged for the 
delegates during the Congress. 


The Press Joms In 


The “women’s question” at the 
First Congress found an epilogue in 
the press. The Berne paper, the 
BUND, wrote in its report on the 
second day of the Zionist Congress: 
. . Even the female guests showed 
considerable stamina, although the 
President had excluded them from the 
voting, with a declaration which was 
as firm as it was gracious. These 
ladies, among whom some really 
beautiful, fiery-eyed types shone 
forth, formed a solid phalanx at the 
northern wall of the hall and took a 
most lively part in applause and dis- 
approval. Feminine beauty was also 


conspicuous here and there in the gal- 
lery. Gallant speakers did not miss 
the opportunity of volunteering good 
and bad compliments. One even 
declared: ‘ Unless we have the women 
on our side, we have gained nothing.’ ” 
Maria Reinus and other members of 
the Congress were not satisfied with 
this report, and they wrote a letter, 
which was published in the BUND on 
September 7, 1897: “... He (Herzl) 
meant by this that the women were 
welcome as guests, but not entitled to 
vote. He was obviously not aware 
that three of them were present as 
delegates to the Congress. .. . It must 
be further pointed out that one woman 
member, Miss Reines (Reinus) 
received tremendous applause when 
she declared at the students’ banquet 
that the question of women’s rights 
had been solved by the Jewish 
people: just as the same sufferings of 
the past had united brothers as well 
as sisters, so would. the identical 
duties of the future unite them. There 
can be no doubt that the Congress 
would have pronounced itself in 
favour of women’s equality in the 
Zionist cause, had this question been 
touched upon at all,” 


“ No Sentimentality ” 


Much more significant was the 
report in Dre Wert, the official 
Zionist organ, and the letter which it 
published from Maria Reinus. 

The report. “Impressions from 
Basle” (Die Wert, September 10, 
1897) was signed “I. Sch.”—Isidor 
Schalit, now im Jerusalem, was the 
Secretary Of the First Congress and 
Chairman at the banquet mentioned. 
-He wrote: “*... but | possess a 
membership card which gives me the 
right to vote” said Miss Maria 
Reinus, a slender lady with hair drawn 
smoothly back, and a_ serious yet 
pleasant face, She continued to speak, 
and it was a pleasure to listen to her. 
.. « Miss Reinus was to speak during 
the final session, but she modestly 
preferred to voice her opimons at the 
banquet. What she said then in her 
clear voice, without any of the exag- 
geration or sentimentality that have 
been expected in a woman, cannot be 
repeated often enough. The question 
of women's rights among the Jewish 
people is the question of Zion. Jewish 
women will not stand aloof where the 
future and well-being of the Jewish 
people are at stake. The emancipa- 
tion of Jewish women means the 


emancipation of the Jews. We may. 


add that Miss Reinus received well- 
deserved applause.” 

However, Maria Reinus, the Zionist 
suffragette, did not agree with these 
“chivalrous” remarks, and wrote: 
(Die Wert, October 1, 1897), “.... 
This incident did not, of course, 
prevent me from continuing to exer- 
cise my voting rights. That my 
action was sanctioned by the other 
delegates was proved clearly enough 
by the approval which | received at 
the banquet, when I stated that the 
question of women’s rights had been 
solved long ago, as the common suf- 
ferings and the common lack of rights 
imposed the same obligations on all 
our brothers and sisters, and that I 
felt obliged to exercise in full my 
rights as a delegate. Ht was not my 
intention, however, to claim that * the 
question of women’s rights among the 
Jewish people is the question of Zion.’ 
On the next—the last—day of the 
Congress I considered it necessary, in 
order to avoid further misundersiand- 
ings, to ask for an opportunity to 
speak, which was granted to me. It 
was due purely to coincidence and not 
to my ‘modesty’ that I was unable 
to speak.” 

Maria Reinus had successfully con- 
cluded her mission. Kh was followed 
by the “official” legislation of the 
Jewish woman's political uality. 
The Preliminary Conference in Vienna 
before the Second Zionist Congress 
(1898) decided that “women should 
also be entitled to a seat and a vote.” 
In fact, women were again clected 
and appeared again as one body. Mrs. 
Rosa Elliman informed the Congress 
that a “ provisional committee for the 
creation of a World Federation of 
Jewish Women ™ had been constituted. 


World Federation Formed 


The first international Conference of 
during the Third Congress——with -the 
participation of S51 women. In 
January, 1901, the “ Zionist Women’s 
Society in Vienna invited Herzl to 
speak to them on “Women and 
Zionism.” He said: “What do 
women mean to Zionism? | wont 
say: nothing. What can they mean, 
what should they mean” Perhaps 
everything. And if our campaign 
goes the right way, this is bound to 
happen... .” 

Maria Reinus initiated “our cam- 
paign,” and the Jewish women them- 
selves found “the right way.”

tence that the seat of the United 

Nations was moved to the New 
World. The U.SS.R. wished. to 
remove the nations from European 
influence, and in particular from 
Switzerland, whose relations with the 
Soviets have never been friendly. In 
time, Russia changed its mind, but it 
was then too late. The United States 
had become the headquarters of the 
United Nations. 

Later, however, Europe came into 
its Own. The- United Nations 
Educational, Scientific, and Cultural 
Organisation (Unesco) is happily 
established in Paris, while the Econo- 
mic and Social Council (Ecosoc) 
meets regularly in Geneva. As Dr. 
Charles Malik said at the first Geneva 
meeting of Ecosoc in 1948: “ Ecosoc 
meets in Europe in order to live the 
life and the pace of Europe and to 
obtain first-hand training of the real 
nature of its problems.” For it ts in 
Europe that the two blocs, East and 
West, confront each other. Here in 
Europe, with its bloodstained soil, one 
's concerned with all the problems of 
this brave new world: with restitu- 
tion, with genocide, with reparations, 
with human rights. From Geneva 
there reverberate throughout the 
world the plodding thud of marching 
armies, the sighs of millions. 


Importance of Ecosoc 


Perhaps the chief innovation of 
the United Nations was the establish- 
ment of an Economic and Social 
Council. It has been well said that 
the tasks of the Security Council will 
decrease in proportion to the success 
of the Economic and Social Council. 
lt is fitting that these problems should 
be debated in the city of Calvin and 
Rousseau. 

But perhaps an even greater 
achievement was the recognition by 
the United Nations of international 
non - governmental organisations, 
which, through their ial status 


|’ was mainly through Soviet insis-

with Ecosoc, play their part, how- 
ever modest, in the widespread 
machinery of the United Nations. 
The Charter of the United Nations 
begins with the solemn declaration: 
“We, the peoples of the United 
Nations . . .” not the nations, nor the 
Governments, nor the States, but 
simply, “We, the peoples.” This 
effort to enlist the co-operation of 
the ordinary man, organised within 
his own political, social, religious, or 
economic movement, has proved a 
SUCCESS. 


Jewish Participation 


Some 90 international organisations 
are now Officially accredited § to 
Ecosoc, and of these five are Jewish 
bodies. The World Union for Pro- 
gressive Judaism and the Agudists, the 
Board of Deputies group and the 
group of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, and the World Jewish Congress, 
all have recognised status. It would 
not appear that any important aspect 
of international Jewish life has been 
omitted in this quintuple representa- 


tion. It must not be thought that the ~ 


Jewish bodies alone are divided. 
There are three separate international 
trade union bodies. While there is 
only one Protestant body—-the Com- 
mission for Churches on International 
Affairs, representing millions of Protes- 
tants the world over—there are four 
or five Catholic groups, women’s 
organisations, and every other con- 
ceivable movement, from the Salva- 
tion Army and the International Red 
Cross to the Road Transport Union 
and the Rotary International. Nobody 
has been forgotten in the compilation 
of this list. 

It must be admitted that the Jewish 
bodies are indefatigable in their atten- 
dance at Ecosoc and its related 
agencies. It requires the patience of

Job and the strength of Samson to 
listen to debates and reports on nar- 
cotic drugs or the cocoa leaf. The 
question of relief in Korea at least 
usually brings about.a clash between 
one of the Soviet bloc protagonists, 
probably Juliusz Katz-Suchy, the chief 
Polish delegate, and Isador Lubin, 
leader of the American delegation, the 
only Jewish delegates of standing at 
Ecosoc. But neither Dr. Bienenfeld, 
of the World Jewish Congress, nor 
Dr. Warburg, of the Co-ordinating 
Board of Jewish Organisations, can 
be expected to listen to the reports of 
the Meteorological Organisation, the 
Universal Postal Union. or the prob- 
lems dealt with at considerable length 
by the Economic Commission for 
Latin-America. And these matters 
are certainly outside the orbit of 
Agudist concern. 


The “ Hardy Annuals ” 


But migration, refugees, and State- 
less persons, the survivors of the con- 
centration camps, human rights, and 
Middle East problems-—these are the 
hardy annuals which the Jewish non- 
governmental, organisations watch 
with dogged persistence. Sometimes 
the results of this persistence end in 
the wastepaper basket, where Il 
recently consigned several hundred- 
weights of documents dealing with 
freedom of information, now thrown 
overboard through the united efforts 
of the Western Powers, which realise 
that freedom of information is some- 
thing which the Soviet group wishes 
to adopt to impose on the non-Soviet 
Powers. 

And there was a Convention dealing 
with Declaration of Deaths, in which 
the Jewish non-governmental organi- 
sations were interested. Though 
solemnly adopted at Geneva, the Con- 
vention has not yet been ratified by a 


single Power. The Foreign Office 
rightly inquires how the ratification 
of this Convention can _ possibly 
improve on British Law. 

I recently discussed the problems of 
refugees (happily, no longer primarily 
a Jewish question) with Mr. James 
Read, the Deputy High Commussioner 
for Refugees. Unlike Unrra and the 
L.R.O., the High Commission possesses 
no funds, and \must theretore look 
to the voluntary organisations for 
assistance. 


Work of LR.O. 


It is not clear whether _ the 
High Commission will “inherit” the 
assets and hiabilities of the LR.O. 
when that body goes out of existence. 
It is interesting to note that the 1L.R.O. 
has extended an interest-free loan of 
£1,000,000 to the U.N. Relief Agency 
for Palestine Refugees, apart from 
making in addition a contribution of 
almost $1,000,000 worth of relief 
equipment. 

The High Commission, Mr. Read 
told me, will take over the legal pro- 
tection of all refugees. It will not, 
however, give such protection to 
Jewish or other refugees in Rumania 
or Hungary. The question of assist- 
ing refugees resident in Eastern 
Europe is the concern of the Inter- 
national Red Cross. The new Stock- 
holm Red Cross Convention also 
allows the organisation to concern 
itself with civilian prisoners of war, 
unlike the Geneva Convention which 
dealt only with military personnel. 
One wonders whether some of the 
millions who were annihilated in 
Dachau or Belsen or Terezin might 
have survived had the International 
Red Cross then possessed the right of 
inspection and control. 

Despite its democratic institutions, 
the record of Switzerland itself is not 


a very happy one. In 1893 a people's 
referendum prohibited Shechita. con- 
trary to the plea of both Government 
and Parliament. The German Protes- 
tant cantons approved the ban by 
147,456 votes to 41,631, while the 
French cantons, both Protestant and 
Catholic, opposed the ban by 40.239 
votes to 11,305. The Swiss Govern- 
ment had earlier declared: “ Shechita 
is a rehgious observance of the 
Israelites . . . and following the con- 
clusion reached by our own experts 
it cannot be considered as cruel to 
animals.” Yet the Swiss’ ban remains 
to this day and is often quoted by 
antisemitic agitators. And although 
Geneva is the seat of many United 
Nations agencies, Switzerland is not a 
member of the United Nations and 
rarely participates in its activities. It 
is also a matter of interest to note that 
Swiss women possess no political 
rights. 


Search for Peace 


Mr. Hernan Santa Cruz. President 
of Ecosoc, said at the opening 
session: “The Council speaks for 
some cight hundred million souls, the 


‘working population of the world. 


They would gladly make even greater 
sacrifices, work longer hours, in the 
hope of achieving a peaceful and 
prosperous world in the future. But 
the statesmen and leaders throughout 
the world have a duty to see that the 
sacrifices are spread fairly. Let us 
then work together at the great task 
of raising the dignity of mankiad.” 

And leaving the grandiose Palais 
des Nations, the grave of many lost 
causes, the hope of searching 
I felt that Samson Raphael 
Hirsch had said it even more suc- 
cinctly: “We must be the guardians 
of justice, truth, and peace, and pre- 
serve and promote within the human 
world that pattern of bliss and peace 
for the sake of which God created the 
universe.”

incomes a strictly Orthodox holiday at 
a moderate cost, started in 1949. It also 
caters for single —— and is not restricted 
.o members of the Hapoel Hamizrachi. 

Mr. Emil Lowenstein, Secretary of the 
organisation, told me that the scheme 
had proved a great success. 

This years scheme (which started on 
August 13 and will close on Sepiem- 
ber 9) includes a holiday centre for a 
group of SO at Hotel Edelweiss, St. 
Moritz, Switzerland, and two parties, of 
78 and 70 respeciively, at the Sharon 
Hotel in Hove. 

Under the arrangements between the 
Hapoel Hamizrachi and the Sharon 
Hotel managemem, cach adult paid 16} 
guineas for a forinigm’s stay, while chil- 
dren under 10 years of age were being 
charged 104 guineas, and ‘under five years 
old only 74 guineas cach. 

1 was able to confirm the success of 
the scheme during a visit to the Sharon 
Hotel. The members of the first group, 


who included Mr. H. Fisch, their leader, 
and Mr. A. Bornstein, a member of the 
Hapoel Hamizrachi Executive, told me 
that they were much indebted to Cllr. 
Victor Mishcon, Director of Sharon Ltd., 
and to Mr. L. Tessler, the manager, for 
putting at their disposal all the amenities 
of the hotel, while they themselves were 
responsivle for organising the social, 
cultural, and religious activities. 

Every day started with morning 
prayers, followed by a talk, and during 
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each week there were lectures, based on 
religious texts, and discussions on com- 
munal and educational subjects. For 
many of the holidaymakers, particulary 
those .from small, distant Jewish com- 
munities, such activities were their first 
introduction into communal affairs.

Hungarian Workers’ Party. is reported 
to have attempted to evade the issue by 
expressing surprise that the Isracli 
Government, which “pretended to be 
progressive,” had, by making a ecnera! 
protest about the deportations, “ shown 
equal consideration for poor and rich 
cws. 

The report indicates that the Hun- 
garian authorities are extremely embar- 
rassed by the long queues of anxious 
peor Standing daily outside the Israeli 
cgation. When, after the first deporta- 
tions, the queues first started, ten police- 
men appeared at the Legation gates 
“to keep order,”’ but evidently 
to frighten away the applicants. This 
was followed by an unannounced visit to 
the Isracli Legation by a senior police 
official, who asked the Minister to find 
some alternative arrangement to prevent 
the gathering of such large crowds 

The Minister is said to have 
unhesitatingly rejected this request. 
Stating that he would not consider inter- 
fering in the administrative arrangements 
of the Hungarian police, and he there- 
fore expected similar treatment from 
them. He has since had no more trouble 
of this sort. 

There is little likelihood, it is belheved, 
of Mr. Ben-Tzur’s repeated intervention 
meeting with any success, as the Hun. 
garian Government, for political reasons, 
is unwilling to grant preferenual treat- 
meni to Jews. 


Communist Envoys Impressed 


Mr. Ben-Tzur later invited his Czech 
‘and Polish colleagues to call on him in 
order to see the number of Jews wishing 
to leave the country. They accepted his 
inviiation, and are said to have been 
impressed by the sight of the crowds, 
who obviously consisted of humble 
bourgeois people. 

When one of the Communist Ministers 
asserted that these people, if they wished 
to take part in the constructive work of 
the Five-Year Plan, would have no diffi- 
culty in finding jobs, Mr. Ben-Tzur is 
said to have pointed out that the majority 
were cither prevented by their social 
origin from doing such work, or clse 
were not accepted owing to their inability 
on religious grounds to work on the Sab- 
bath. The East European envoy 1s 
Yeported to have expressed surprise at 
this, and said he thought that Hungarian 
Jews were compleicly assimilated and 
that such “ religious prejudices” were 
rare. Mr. Ben-Tzur retorted that the 
Minister could tell M. Rakosi, the Hun. 

arian Vice-Premier, or M. Gerd, the 
Riinister of State, who are both of Jewish 
origin, that they were completely out of 
touch with the feclings of the Orthodox 
Jews in Hungary. | 

There is little doubt that relations 
between Hungary and Israel, which have 
not been good for a long time owing to 
Hungarian intransigence Over emigration 
visas, has suffered a further ~ setback 
owing to the vigour and persistence of 
vbohie intervention over the deportations.

FRENCH AUTHOR’S 
CAREER 


To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 
From M. ELIAN-J. FINBERT 


Sin.—Your Paris Correspondent, Mr. 
Maurice Carr, in your issue of May 18, 
m an article entuled “* Guide io the Per- 

xed," has reported some wrongful 
and hurtful statements which affect me 
directly, although they are anonymous. 
1 feel that the good faith of your corre- 
spondent has been taken advantage of, 
but | am satisfied to ask you to publish 
the following correction. 


Your Correspondent’s informant stated 
that the novelist—-whom | identify with 
myseli—“had abandoned Jewishness. 
gallicised his name, and had even accepted 
a literary prize from an Arab Government 
at the very time when the new Siaic of 
Israel was fighting for its life against the 
Arab countries.” And he continued: 
“ Israel triumphed and the novelist sud- 
denly retur to Jewishness and became 
an impassioned Zionist.” 

Les me emphasise the offensivencss of 
accusing a Jew of being first a renegade 
to his people and then of having 
accepted a hiierary prize from an Arab 
Sate during the Isracli-Arab war. and 
above all accusing him, once Isracl was 
victorious, of having returned to Jewish- 
ness and become a zealous Zionpst, pre- 
sumably through personal ambition, cic. 

| find it necessary, in spite of what it 
costs me to talk about myself, to take up 
my defence. Born in Isracl, a son of the 
“ Bilu.” I have since childhood expressed 
my attachment to my people and to Eretz 
Yisrael. I was Director of La REVUE 
Juive p’Eoyrrte in 1914: a soldier in the 
British Army on the Palestine front during 
the First World War from 1915 to 1918: 
editorial writer from 1929 to 1933 on the 
Alexandrian Jewish review -MENORAH, 
which was directed by Chief Rabbi Prato: 
editorial writer on the Canrers Juirs, of 
Paris, from 1934 to 1936—so how could 
1 have “abandoned Jewishness,” which 
was my life both as a man and as a 
writer? More, | was not afraid to declare 
myself as a Jew to the “ Commissariat 
for Jewish Affairs” in 1941 during the 
Nazi Occupation, openly accepting my 
satus as a Jew and the honour of being 
so in spite of the deportation and the 
crematorium which might await me. I 
was also a member of the Resistance as 
a Jew and as an anti-Nazi and anti-fascist

writer in the M: in the Hautes-Alpes 
from 1941 to 1944. I was appoinicd 
editor-in-chief of the Jewish weekly La

But my Jewish preoccupations are not 
limited by my journalistic activities. 
They enter also into the substance of my 
novels and my essays. “Le Fou de 
Dieu.” a novel on Jewish mystique 
which in 1932 gained the great “La 
Renaissance " literary prize; “ Le Destin 
Difficile,” which followed it; “Sous le 
Signe de la Licorne a@ du Lion, my 
account as a front-line soldier in Pales- 
tine from 1915 to 1918; “ Aspects du 
Génie d'Israél,” an anthology that | 
collected, all these works, specifically 
Jewish, prove that I have never 
renounced my Jewishness. They prove, 
especially, that I did not wait for Isracis 
victory over the Arabs to return to 
Jewishness. nor to become again a 
Zionist,.since I had always been onc. 

In 1948 | was awarded the “ France- 
Egypte “ literary prize, given by the com- 
mittee which bears that name and which 
is seated in Paris, a commitee formed of 
distinguished French personages from the 
College de France, the Sorbonne, and 
the literary world. This prize acknow- 
ledged my books on Egypt, “ Le Batelier 
du Nil.” which appeared in 1927, “ Le 
Nil Fleuve du Paradis.’ (1929), “ Tem- 
péte sue Orient ” (1929), “ Les Contes 
de Goha ” (1930), and crowned the work 
of a writer in French who had lived all 
his vouth in Eastern countries. None 
among the members of the jury awarding 
the prize was unaware of who | was a‘ 
that time. The “ France-Egypte ~ jury. 
no doubt, esteemed my Sanding as a 
writer as more important than the po'iu- 
cal circumstances of the moment, 
perhaps one may see in the choice they 
made a desire bring through 
ihe work of a Jew to whom Egypi owed 
something, a “ peace offensive © beiween 
Isracl and one of ts opponents. Thus 
I collected the reward of which courtesy 
demanded my acceptance, and i should 
not occur to the mind of any sensible 
person that an Arab country would give 
a literary prize to a Jewish wrner who 
had never hidden his idemuy, but was 
publicly known, especially in Egypt. as 
a Jew and a milmant Zionist: 1s 
false and misleading to state that |! 
accepted this prize from an Arab country, 
for « is actually a French commpice 

As for having gallicis¢d my name. let 
me recall that many of us Jews bear 
borrowed names imposed by the Ga'lul: 
that mine, of German origin, weighed 
heavily on me because I have always 
hated the Boche: that my father had 
long ago changed his name in Palestine 
to Har-Fifeeret, a verbal translation 
of our name, without having 
definuely adopied it: that the custom of 
changing one’s name is a very ancient 
one, legal and not at all dishonourabic : 
that the right to employ a literary 
pseudonym is allowed to everyone with- 
out humiliating resuks: that mine has 
been homologised and officially recog- 
nised without my real name having been 
lost; that more than half the population 
of Israel have chaneed their names for 
Hebrew ones; that there exist in Israe! 
special State offices for that purpose: 
that mine, true and gallicised. has never 
figured jin. disgraceful proceedings: and 
that it remains to my Jewish- 
ness and to my trade as a writer. 

I do not want to say any more about 
this business, the most part of it being

Nachman in asking: * Was Cyrus Mes- 
siah ?" tries homiletically to explain 
that God in styling Cyrus His Messiah 
anticipated that “he himself will build 
His House,” and instead he relegated i 
to “ Whosoever there is among you of 


all His people let him go up” (Ezra 1). 

The appellation ™ Messiah " is 
frequently applied in the Bible to God. 
King. Priest, and even to the whole of 
Jewish people (Psalm cv, _ 15). Its 
designation of a great man and national 
deliverer, however, accounts for the 
special importance of its application in 
many prophetic books and the vast Ta!- 
mudic lterature. 

Rabbi Heshel is reprimanding me for 
not knowing “ what a personal Messiah 
is.” I quire frankly admit I do not 
know, but contend that neither does any- 
body else know, as the following few of 
the many contradictory definitions fully 
testify:

JEWISH LIFE IN SPAIN 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE . 


From Mr. ISRAEL COHEN 


Sin.—There are two or three points in 
Dr. David Diringer’s article im your 
issue of last weck that call for comment 
and correction. He states that “ the 
Madrid community was formed during 
the war.” which seems to imply that 
there was no organised Jewish community 
in the Spanish capital before 1939. When 
| was in Madrid in the autumn of 1934 
1 was informed by Sefior Ignacio Bauer 
that the Jewish congregation was founded 
during the latter part of the First World 
War and comprised 55 registered mem- 
bers. I contribuied an article on the 
subject to THe JewisH CHRONICLE of 
December 7, 1934, in which I described 
my visit to the synagogue, which then 
consisted of a couple of rooms on the 


second floor of some premises in a- 
business street near the famous Puerta 
del Sol. 


Dr. Diringer also states that Barcelona, 
which he admits he did not visit, has a 
Jewish community’ of “ between 2,000 
and 3.000 members.” I was in Barcelona 
last summer and was informed by Mr. 
Chaim Glantzmann, head of the Ashken- 
azi community. that the total number of 
Jews in the city did not exceed about 
1.200. and the total number in the whole

Diringer, whom. I first met 
ai Professor Yahuda’s house, will forgive 
me for mentioning his omission of 
Yahuda's part in the esiabiishment of a 
Madrid Synagogue. When Dr. Yahvuda 
arrived in Spain shortly before the First 
World War. he wrote in an article in 
THe Jewisn Curonicre (Apri! 17, 1914): 
“ There is a large number of European 
Jews in Madrid, but there is no Jewish 
communal life and there is not only no 
synagogue, but not even a room for 
prayer. Only on the Day of Atonement 
some 158 to 20 men and women assemble 
for prayer in the house of Sefior Salcedo, 
a Jew from Bayonne, resident in Madrid 
for the past 50 years.” 

In April 1917, Dr.. Isaac Alchah, 
Director of the Commercial Institute of 
Salonika, published an article in the 
AmeERIcAN Hesrew, on “ The New Madrid 
Synagogue,” whose dedication on Shevat 
11. 5677, he had attended. Mr. Salcedo 
had presented an antique Echal Hakodesh, 
the Parochet and the Tovah. Dr. Yahuda 
conducted the service and recited Kaddish 
for the Jewish martyrs in Spain; and 
Dr. Max Nordau delivered the sermon 


from the pulpit. He “compared Dr. 
Yahuda's initiative and work in Spain 
to that of Manasseh Ben Israel in 


England.” There was a Barmitzvah at 
the same service. of Leon Judes Albert 
Montias, whose family presented to the 
synagogue “two superb candlesticks.” 
This new community and synagogue in 
Madrid appear to be post-Second World 
War (1949). It would be interesting to 
learn what happened to that earlier 
Madrid synagogue, the Midrash Abar- 
banel, with whose opening at ihe begin- 
ning of 1917 Dr. Max Nordau and Dr. 
Yahuda were so closely associated.

Israel Holiday (8) 
By “Green Flag” 


The Pehours coach, on arrival at Tel 
Aviv after the trip from Haila to 
Galilee and then back to the coast, was 
met by Dr. Robert Hancke, Manager of 
the firm's tourist department. The 
general amazement at what we had 
already seen was as nothing compared 
with our impressions of the all-Jewish 

A great deal of what we wanted to 
see when we arrived in Jerusalem, 
was, of course, im the Old City, in 
Arab hands, and we had to be content 
with a glimpse of the Western (misnamed 
“ Wailing”) Wall from the roof of the 
Notre Dame building. My experience ai 
the Mandelbaum Gate was a most happy 
onc, both Jewish and Arab police going 
out of their way to show me that the 
utmost friendliness prevailed there and 
that the man-in-the-sireect on both 
sides desired harmonious co-operation.

The well- 
known Yeshurun Synagogue proved sur- 

risingly spacious. while the tour of the 
Keres Layemet building was fascinating.

CAREERS ADVICE 


Women Teacher Trainees 


Would-be teachers are advised that 
there are many vacancies for women 
students in a number of training colleges 
for the term beginning in October; 625 
places are still vacant in (wo-ycar 
colleges and 85 places in colleges offering 
three-vear courses for jieachers of house- 
craft. Students have a choice of colleges 
in many parts of the country 

Tuition in these colleges is free. For 
day students there are . maintenance 
allowances of up to £60 a year, according 
to the income of the parents.

DISHES WITH TOMATOES 
Tomato and Onion Pie with Poached Eggs 


Stice + Ib. of onions thinly and fry ull 
gokien brown. Grease an oven dish and 
fill with akernate layers of skinned and 
sliced tomatoes and fried onion, Scason 
each layer with. sak and pepper and 
sprinkle with breadcrumbs. Sprinkle the 
top layer thickly with breadcrumbs and 
dot with margarine. Bake in a moderate 
oven for about 45 minutes and serve wih 
poached or fried egg on top. If preferred 
this can be cooked in individual dishes. 


Haddock and Tomatoes en Casserole 


Piace a smoked haddock in a flat tin, 
cover with cold water, and bring to the 
hoil. Pour off the water, remove the 
skin, and cut the haddock into convenient 
size pieces for serving. Grease a Cas- 
serole. put in half the fish, and cover 
with a laver of skinned and shced toma- 
tocs, dot wih margarme repeat the 
layers and pour over a small teacup of 
water. cover the casserole and cook in 
a moderate oven about 30 minules.

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SABBATH TALES 
By “AUNTIE” 


HE Sabbath is the day of the 

week to which we all look for- 

ward: a day of leisure, a day 
when we can seek God and be 
refreshed and ready for a new week. 
it has always been a day on which 
the family gathered together and told 
each other the events of the past six 
days. Storjes would also be told— 
many of them from the distant past.

FILMS OF THE WEEK 


Tale of Siberia (Berkeley. Tottenham 
Court Road. W.) is the first full-length 
musical film in colour to come to 
this country from Russia. It js a bold 
but not altogether successful experiment, 
the chromatic gradations of the tints 
being too variable in character to be 
impressive. If the producer had adhered 
io the simple theme of the concert 
pianist whose hands have been injured 
in the war and who has to make great 
readjustmems in his life in order to win 
the famous singer he loves, the result 
would have been most commendadic. 
But. as’ usual, the patriotic angle mus 
needs. be introduced, with the love- 
making conducted under huge pictures of 
Lenin and Stalin. 

People Will Talk (Odeon. Leicester 
ayeeres revived my faith in the efficiency 
of the present-day technique of Holly- 
woods  picture-making, which has 
seemed of late to be sagging to depths 
of bathos and  fatuity Ths 
brilhantly conceived, well-acted drama, 
with trenchant dialogue, about the 
atiempt of a second-rate professor of 
medicine (played with vindictive adcri- 
mony by Hume Cronyn) to besmirch the 
reputation of a colleague, Cary Grant, 
who has won nation-wide fame through 
his original methods of diagnostics and 
trearment. While evidence. against him 
is being accumulated, Mr. Grant falls in 
love with and marries Jeanne Crain, a 
patient. Delicate sequences are here 
treated forthrightly but without offence. 

Valentino (Carlton, Haymarket) is 
admittedly not so much a biography of 
the great lover of the old silent days of 
ihe cinema—he died 25 years ago—as 
something, tricked out in Technicolor, 
that captures a little of the hectic, fervid 
atmosphere that pervaded Hollywood in 
those irresponsible days Valentino, 
who had a mysicrious fascination for 
women of every sort and kind, is here 
delineated by Anthony Dexter, who 
bears an extraordinary likeness to him: 
his affairs with some of his women, 
played by Eleanor Parker, Patricia 
Medina, and — Drake, are deliber- 
ately portrayed in the stilted style of the 
hlm technique of ‘tHe early F.H.S.

Aggressive Act 


The three-Power resolution submitied 
to the Council by Britain, France, and 
the United States cites General Riley's 
recent report. which described the 
blockade as a hostile and aggressive aci 
jeopardising the Armistice Agreement, 
and notes that the Egyptian Government 
has not yet comphed with General 
Riley's plea that it desist from the present 
practice of interfering with the passage 
of Israci-bound goods through the Suez 
Canal. It says that the Armistice Agree- 
ment is of a permanent character. denies 
that ether party to the dispute can 
reasonably claim belligerent rights, and 
hinds that the blockade is inconsistent 
with the obtectives of a peaceful setile- 
ment between the parties and the estab- 
hshment of permanent peace. 

The Egyptian practice, the resolution 
declares. is an abuse of the exercise of 
the right of visit, search, and seizure, 
which, in the prevailing. circumstances, 
cannot be justified on the grounds that 
it i mecessarv for self-defence After 
noting that the Egyptian blockade is 
denying to nations not connected with 
the Palestine conflict valuable supplies 
required for their economic reconstruc- 
tion. the motion calls on Egypt to 
terminate the restrictions on internationa! 
shipping in the Canal, cease all inter- 
ference with such shipping beyond that 
essential to the safeiy of shipping in the 
Canal uself. and to the observance of 
the international conventions in force. 


Final Vote Deferred 


Sir Gladwyn Jebb (Britain) described 
the blockade as unjustified and unreason- 
abe. and asked for the unhindered 
passage of all ships of all nations through 
the international waterway. 

He was supported by seven of the 11 
Counct! members, but a final vote was 
deferred unti) the next meeting. 

Although Egypt has since announced 
thar i will relax the inspection of ship- 
ping passing through the Canal—in 
future the Customs authorities and not 
the Army will carry out searches—it is 
believed in U.N. circles that the Security 
Counci! will adopt the threc-Power 
motion unless Egypt states unequivocally 
that it is prepared to lift the blockade. 

The Fegyptians are unitkely to back 
down now. Fawzi Bey, the chief Egyptian 
delegate to the U.N., said in a broadcast 
on Wednesday that the Security Council 
had no authority to dictate to Egypt 
over its rights in the Canal. No one, he 
added. could intimidate Egypt or force 
it to change its course 


An Israch military spokesman said on 
Wednesday that the Eeyptian statement 
that the inspection of shipping would be 
relaxed had aggravated rather than 
ame ioraied the situation, as the Egyptian 
announcement admitted that searches had 
been made by the Army. cables our Jeru- 
salem correspondent. Egypt's admission. 
the spokesman added, clearly constituted 
a violation of the Armistice Agreement.

GAZA STRIP FOR 
BRITAIN ? 


Reported Egyptian Offer 
By JON KIMCHE 


Geneva, Wednesday 

to have offered to cede 
the Gaza coastal strip to Britain and to 
have expressed its willingness to con- 
clude a revised Treaty of Alliance with 
Britain and to enter into the Middle East 
Defence Command. This offer is said to 
have been made by the Egyptian Forcign 
Minister, Saleh ed Din "Pasha, and to 
be conditional on an early agreement 
on the British evacuation of the Canal 
Zone. 

The Egyptians, it is understood, said 
they “ would be happy ™ to see the British 
settled in Gaza and would be prepared to 
co-operate with them wholeheartedly on 
this new basis. According to the same 
high Egyptian official source, these will be 
the best terms the British can get. The 
Egyptians are confident that in the end 
the British Government will accept the 
Egyptian offer ; and that the United Siates 
will bring its influence to bear to bring 
this about. 

[The suggestion that Egypt should 
grant a lease of the Gaza area to Britain 
was made in a letter to THe Times on 
Tuesday. by Mr. Emile Bustam. a 
Lebanese Deputy.] 


U.S. FOREIGN AID BILL 
APPROVED

W ASHINGION 

The U.S. House of Represematives on 
Friday approved President Trumans 
Foreign Aid Bill, which allocates to 
israel] $73,500,000—$50,000,000 for the 
relief of refugees entering the Jewish 
State and $23,500,000 for military pur- 
poses. The Arab States will receive a 
similar amount. 

Attempts to climinate. or reduce the 
allocation to Middle Eastern countries 
were defeated afier a prolonged discus- 
sion. A bitter struggle developed fol- 
lowing a suggestion by Congressman 
H. Cooley (Democrat), Chairman of the 
House Agricuktural Committee, that the 
provision to gramt $50,000,000 to Israc! 
for the relief of refugees be deleted from 
the Bill. 

He attacked the American Govern- 
ment’s Palestine policy. which, he said, 
was not in the interest of peace, and 
alleged that Israel had committed aggres- 
sive acts against the Arabs. The 
$50,000,000 gram, he claimed, would not 
be used to assist refugees, but to con- 
tinue unrestricted immigration, strengthen 
Israel's armed forces, and to occupy 
additional territory. Congressman 
Cooley's amendment was defeated by 146 
votes to 65. 

The Senate Committees on Forcign 
Relations and Armed Services are now 


considering the Bill. 


PALESTINE PEACE TALKS

JERUSALEM 

At its meeting on Tuesday the Israeli 
Cabinet discussed. among other — 
the forthcoming Paris conference of the 
United Nations Palestine Conciliation 
Commission, 

An Israeli spokesman has already ind:- 
cated that Israel will attend the confer- 
ence, though no official reply will be 
sent to the Commission until the Arabs 
have made known their views. 

The Commission, it is ‘earned, will 
submit to Jews and Arabs a number of 
new proposals which, it is hoped, wil! 
lead to a settlemeni of the outstanding 
issues. The Commission will ask both 
sides to make concessions. 


The Arab League will meet shortly to 
discuss the Paris conference, the Suez 
dispute, and other issues. according to 
Arab radio reporis. One report said 
that the Anab couniries were “ inclined 
to accept” the invitation to the Paris 
conference.

called their indifference, and even hostility, 
to _chalutziut. 

The great Zionist organisations in the 
U.S.A., numbering half a million mem- 
bers, were not en d in any chalutzic 
activities, he added. Zionist rents 
trembled ai the thou of their children 
becoming infected with the idea of emigra- 
tion to Isracl. “ Where Hachshara farms 
do exist,” he said, “‘we witness the removal 
of children, sometimes forcibly, with legal 
and police intervention. If we do not want 
to close down American Zionism entirely, 
we should see to it that chalutziut 1s ma 
the central function of the Zionist Move- 
ment in the United States.” Congress, he 
announced, would be asked to approve a 
1£1,000.000 allocation for chalutziut work 
—two and a half times as much as in last 
year s budget. 

The challenge thrown out by Mr. Dob- 
kin and by numerous other Israeli speakers 
caused visible consternation among the 
121 American delegates of all parties. 
Mrs. Rose Halperin, the Hadassah leader, 
speaking on their behalf, retorted flatly: 
“We American Jews do not accept the 
concept that we are in exile.” She also 
objected to Isracli warnings of an insecure 
future for Jews in America. 


Scare Propaganda Deplored 


Dr. Nahum Goldmann, Mr. Berl 
Locker, and others subsequenily gently 
reprimanded Mrs. Halperin for her 
alleged “heresy.” pointing out the 
sacred, and even mystic, national quality 
and coneept of the Galuit for the Jewish 
people through the ages. They also 
recalled that the Jewries of other Galuts, 
in the golden age of Spain, and in the 
Kaiser's Germany, had achieved positions 


of prosperity. greainess, and prestige far’ 


exceeding that of American Jewry. but 
had met terrible fates. . Both Dr. Gold- 
mann and Mr. Locker, however, made 
u clear that they did not envisage a 
deterioration in the condition of Ameri- 
can Jewry and deprecated what they 
called scare propaganda. 

An up-to-the-minute of the 
living bridge between tic Galut and Isracl, 
and the prospects for the immediate 
future, were given by Mr, Itzhak Raphael. 
head of the Jewish Agency's Immigration 
Department. Of the 655,000 people who 
had entered Israel since the establishment 
of the State, 365,000 were Orientals. Of 
the remainder. 250,000 came from . the 
“ Popular Democracies “ and only 7,000 
from the English-speaking world. Durin 
the past year. the balance had chanant 
radically, seven out of every ten new immi- 
grants being Oriental Jews. According 
to present estimates, 400,000 Jews will 
arrive from Moslem countries, and 200,000 
from Europe in the next three years. 

There. was not one single doctor, nurse, 
engineer, technician, or member of the 
liberal professions among the 40,000 immi- 
grants from the Yemen, said Mr. Raphael, 
and the picture was not much different 
with the mass immigration from Iraq and 
other Oriental countries. There was also 
a severe restriction on the. departure of 
members of the liberal professions fram 
the Popular Democracies.” 

Nearly 100,000 Jews. remained in the 
Arab States. including 70,000 in Egypt, 
and early efforts would be made to gct 
them out, declared Mr. Raphael. Of the 
100,000 Jews in Persia, 60,000 had already 
registered for emigration to Israel and 
thousands more were queuing daily out- 
side the Jewish Agency offices in Teheran. 


Position of Russian Jewry 


Encouraged by the steady flow of immi- 
gration from Rumama, Mr. Raphael 
expressed the hope that permission would 
be given by the Hungarian Government 
to let their Jews go. Biscassine the posi- 
tion of Russian Jewry in measured terms, 
Mr. Raphael siated: “ We have not done 
enough for them. The few cases of immi- 
gration of relatives from Russia in recent 
months has given ground for hope that a 
serious diplomatic effort in Moscow, the 
object of which would be to reunite 
families, would be crowned with success. 
The number of Israel's residents awaiting 
the arrival of their relatives from Soviet 
Russia runs into many thousands.” 

Although moncy the second place, 
after manpower, in Zionism’s new Galut- 
israel bridge. more is required than ever 
before in order to meet the deficit— 
known to be extremely heavy though 
details have not been revealed—incurred 
since the inception of mass immigration. 

Mr. Moshe Kol, a member of the 
Jewish Agency Executive, urged Congress 
tO merge the existing plurality of Zionist 
fund-raising orgarisations into one single 
Israel Fund” operating the world over. 
This Fund would allocate, according to 
Zionist Executive’ decisions, moneys to 
various Zionist institutions, including the 
Jewish National Fund, which would. 
however, be allowed to continue its 


traditional small-scale money collections. ~ 


In a detailed and vastly impressive 
financial survey. Mr. Levi Eshkol. the 
Jewish Agency Treasurer, reported that 
during the past four years, they had 
spemt 1£34,290,000, oui of a total expendi- 
ture of 1£136,000.000, on the creation of 
301 new settlements, He estimated 
tty a the next four years at 
1£215,000,000, of. which 1£116,000,000 
would be spent on the establishment of 
$0,000 new farms, and 1£40,000,000 on 
the development of water resources. 


Along with man er and money, 
Jewish culture—the latter serving as the 
soul, as it were, of the two former— 
was described by speaker after speaker 
as one of the principal components of 
the Galut-Isracl bridge. The acquisition 
of Hebrew by the Galut, « was unanim- 
ously agreed, was essential in order 
to avoid the eventual complete break- 
down of understanding between the Jews 
of Israel and the rest of the world. 

Mr. Haim Greenberg. of the United 
States, in the only Congress speech which 
drew enthusiastic applause and congratu- 
latory handshakes, developed the thesis 
that Galut Jewry, living the past 2.000 
years in “a civilisation of time” had 
upheld the spiritual values of Judaism, 
whereas Israch Jews, glorying in “a 
civilisation of space,” tended towards 
materialism in common with other 
nations. Mr. Greenberg urged Israelis 
to foster the precious spiritual values of 
Judaism, not necesserily in a traditional 
religious sense, and advocated an 
emphasis on Judaism rather than on 
Zionist propaganda in the Galut for, he 
said, “* where there is Jewishness, Zionism 
flows therefrom quite naturally.” 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, the veteran 
British Zionist, made an emotional appeal 
for a return to traditional Judaism. His 
sentiments were echoed by all Hapoel 
Hamizrachi and Mizrachi speakers. | 

The political aspect of this 23rd Zionist 
Congress has been relatively tranquil. 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver's fire-cating 
worshippers were sadly disappointed by 
his very moderate speech, though his 
opponents were also somewhat worried by 
its evasiveness. Claiming the paternity of 
the Zionist Executive's “ Jerusalem Plan,” 
Rabbi Silver indicated his approval of 
the scheme, “ They are ploughing with 
my heifer,” he said. 


Plan for Territorial Union 


Rabbi Silver praised Mr. Ben-Gurion's 
opening address to Congress as an 
enlightening and comprehensive state- 
ment.” (This led observers to speculate 
on the possibility of a political deal 
between Mr. Ben-Gurion and the Right- 
wing General Zionists, Dr. Silver's speech 
coming a day after the Premier had 
given a private dinner party for Rabbi 
Silver and Dr. Neumann.) Rabbi Siiver 
agreed not only with the establishment 
of a Zionist territorial union in America, 
but even with the abolition of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, if other parties 
followed suit. He deprecated the demand 
for Zionism’s unconditional support 
of the Israch Government—unconditional, 
he said, was a word associated with 
surrender. Finally, he made u clear that 
he would support Israel if Israel recip- 
rocated and ceased snubbing and by- 
passing him and his Zionist Organisation. 

Mrs. Golda Meyerson replied: “ Zion- 
ism is the State of Isracl's mother, and 
who ever heard of a mother imposing 
conditions for the support of her child ? ” 

Mr. Barnett Jarner. M.P.. and Dr S. 
Levenberg both appealed for a non- 
partisan practical approach to the prob- 
lems of Zionism. 

At Saturday night's session—it was 
attended by Mr. Ben-Gurion—Dr. Gold- 
mann, President of the Congress, pleaded 
for the adoption by Congress of a 
directive to the Executive calling for the 
introduction of Zionist territorial unions 
in all Galut countries. Addressing him- 
self patticularly to the American dele- 
gates, Dr. Goldmann argued that it was 
imperative to give non-party sympathisers 
with Zionism a chance to join the Move- 
ment which, he said, was impossible at 
present 


Special Status for Movement 


Dr. Goldmann a'so urged Congress to 
rasp with both hands the special status 

ing offered to the World Zionist Move- 
ment. He ridiculed the argument of 
certain orators that they should give 
unconditional support to the State of 
israel, but not to the Israeli Govern- 
ment—the Government, he said, was 
elected democraticaliy and was at all 
times the legitimate instrument of the 
State. 

There was no session on Monday, 
because many Isracli de'egates who are 
also members of the Knesset attended 
the opening of the Second Knesset. 
Yesterday the delegates were received by 
President Weizmann at Rehovot.
